read with interest: Postmaster-General 
Jtiniej is about to adopt a plan for trans 
mining small sums through tbe mails, 
which lo newspaper subscribers and other 
persoDB whose indebtedness of ten include 
fraction* of a dollar will be very wel- 
come. It is an improvement on tbe new 
English system, and consists of a postal 
order on wbicb there are three columns 
of figures—dollars, tens and units. There 
are two denominations, one with a maxi- 
mum of $2.50. the other of $5. Tbe post- 
masters who isaue them will designate tbe 
amount they call for by punching out ihe 
figures required. They are to be sent as 
fractional currency, the government not 
being responsible for them any more than 
for any other money sent by mail.

In older toprevent tbeir us 
as currency, they cease to be redcemabl 
three months after issuing them. The;

The Late bishop Haven. 


Bishop Erastus Otis Haven, who died 


at Salem, Ore., Wednesday, was one of 
the most eminent prelates in the Meth- 
odist Episcopacy, and his loss will be 
especially felt 
in that denomination. 


He was born in Boston, Mass., Novem- 
ber 1, 1820, and was consequently in 
the sixty-first year of his age. 
He was 


graduated at the Wesleyan University 
in 1S42, and then began his labors as 
au iostrucfcr at Sudway, Mass. 
His 


suc>;us3 was marked, and in 1346 he 
was selected as Principal of the Arme- 
nia Seminary. New York. 
He held this 


post unti! 134S, and then left it to be«ia 
an itinerant ministry for the Methodist 
Episcopal Cljurch in New York city. 
He was called in 1S33, to fill the chair 
of the Lit in Profess,itship in the Mich- 
igan University. 
In 1?54 he was, at 


Lia own solicitation, transferred from 
the department of'the dead languages, 
and given the professorship of rhetoric 
and English literature in the same in- 
stitution. 


In 1856 ho became editor of Zio/i's 


Iferald, 
in Boston, continuing in the 


editorial chair until 1SG3, when he be- 
came President ot the Michigan Uni- 
versity at Ann Arbor. 
In 18C9 the 


late Dr. Haven was elected President 
al the Northwestern University at Ev- 
anston, III., and after some hesitation, 
accepted and removed to Illinois. 
The 


General Conference of lS7:i appointed 
him 
Corresponding Secretary of the 


Board of Education of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and continued him 
in that position until 1574. In 1874 
he became Chancellor of the Syracuse 
University, and he accepted and aga'.n 
removed his residence East. 


One 
year ago, at the quadrennial 


Methodist Episcopal Conference, held 
at Cincinnati, the Methodists crowned 
the c-eceascd with their highest honors, 
and he became a Bishop. 
The deceased 


wrote a number of text and hand books 
which have had no little circulation. 
In 1866 he issued ''Pillars of Truth;" 
ten years before he had published "The 
Young Man's Adviser." His "Rhetoric" 
became a generally used text-book in 
American schools and colleges. 
He 


also wrote a'-History ot American Pro- 
gress. ' 


It is related of him that when he as- 


sumed the presidency of ADD Arbor 
university, the students, to test him, 
removed the English Bible from the 
chapel stand, replacing it with one 
printed in Greek. 
There was a full at- 


tendance at the first chapel exercise of 
the new president, all anxious to wit- 
ness his discomfiture. 
Very modestly 


Dr. Haven opened the Bible, but no 
trace of surprise was visible on his 
countenance. 
He did not turn another 


leaf, but at once proceeded to read in a 
most faultless English and without hes 
itatinz, the chapter at which the book 
had chunced to open. 
The services 


proceeded quietly to the close, but the 
president had established himself in the 
estimation of those over whom he had 
been called to preside, and his adminis- 
tration of the great university was most 
brilliant and successful.

A LETTER FR031 C. R. CAPPS, WHO 


IS NOW JoURJiETIXt! THROUGH 


A"PORTIO.\ OF EUROPE. 


STRASBURO, Germany, 


June 6tb, 1SS1. 


DEAR FRIEND: We left Wayword's 


Heath, Thursday, June 2d, parsing 
through TunUr'dge and Falkstone. 
Tbe 


eountrv was not very rich in soil, but 
well adapted to hop and sheep raisiti;.:. 
Reached Dover in afternoon, slopped 
over night with friends, visited 
the 


Citadel and Castle ground?, a romantic 
and picturesque pliee. 
The Citadel is 


300 feet high, overlooking the sea and 
harbor. 
Left Dover Friday noon, June 


3d. 
The water was very smooth and 


tbe boat went rapidly across. 
Reached 


Callas at 1:40 p. m. The coast here 
was flat and 
farms were divided by 


ditches. 
Crops were more forward than 


in England and the fields are worked 
mostly by women. The character of 
villages poor and class of buildings not 
so good as in England. 
Our next place 


of importance was Bologna. 
Passed 


through Amiens and several other nice 
places. 
There we found a great deal of 


low, level country and peat bogs. 
Sur- 


roundings were better as we neared 
Paris, which place we reached at sunset. 
Went out on the boulevards at night, 
which was a grand sight, passed into 
the court of the "Grand Hotel" where 
there was a most beautiful fountain 
falling upon a tri-eolored glass globe 
lit inside by gas, making it charming to 
look upon. 
The 
boulevards 
were 


crowded with a gay throng. Thousands 
were at tables drinking and smoking. 
The miles of gay stores with their end- 
less variety of costly goods. The long 
avenues of trees, all 
lighted 
and 


tbrooged, made a gay sight indeed. 
We were out early next morning and 
visited the Tuileries and ruins of the 
palace. 
We intended dining at the 


Palace Royal Restaurant, "Table de 
Hole," so we started early as it was a 
long ways, (say about two miles). 
On 


we trudged enquiring every now and 
theo tor "Pallie Roi'—"Pallie Roi.' 
So at last when we were getting very 
nervous and about worn out we con- 
cluded when we were really very near 
to go back to the hotel and dine. 
Now 


this is characteristic of an Englishmen, 
be will starve himself all day and travel 
a halt dozen miles in order to dine in a 
particular place where he can get things 
in a particular way. So back we went 
and found the dinner hour to be quite 
late, half-past six, so as we were com- 
pletely worn out 
and exhausted we 


sought our rooms to rest till the hour 
should arrive. 
Dinner was announced 


at last, and a grand dinner it was too— 
six courses—I should prefer mine as I 
want it, especially when a tourist, as a 
great deal of time is taken which might 
be spent in seeing something of import- 
ance. 
We did not see a creat deal of 


Paris, as our time was limited, I feel 
very thankful that I saw what I did. 
It is truly a city of splendor. 
We left 


Paris on Sunday morning for Strasburg 
where we are at the present writing. 
Pans is alive on Sunday. 
Business 


goes on and work is^done the same as 
any other day. 
Markets were open and 


streets repairing just the same. 
Streets 


and boulevards all crowded. 
People 


going to mass and out for pleasure. 
Aa we left Paris for Strasburg 
how 


beautiful the country. 
All like, a 


garden.. Such fine places—ohateaus 
and villas. 
Women at 
work in the 


fields, factories running, wayside inns 
crowded. 
One would not think it was 


Sunday. 
We 
saw them ploughing, 


reaping, mowing, hoeing, and laying 
walls. 
A great many trains were going 


out. 
It was Whitsuntide. 
We passed 


through many beautiful 
towns. 
The 


city of Nancy is a splendid plaee. 
Such 


nice places as we saw surely this is the 
garden of the world. 
Thousands ot 


acres of grapes on all the hills, bops 


\ and small grain in abundance. 
Every 


foot seemed pbnted. 
There 
are no 


fences in France. 
It 
looks strange. 


Splindid p v t d roads running across the 
coisntrv w ') a row of tall poplars on 
either riilr making it beautiful. 
As we 


neari'd Str,,sturg we passed a mountain 
—ilie "Mr.zelli!.'' 
Passed through Al- 


sace and Loraine, the territory ceded by 
France to Gcrm.iny by the terms of 
pea\',c in 1871. 
This is the country 


C T e r which ihe b;tities were fought dur- 
:ny that gie.u campaign. 
In the ojoun- 


tain 
pass-c* 
ihe scenery 
was 
most 


splendid. 
Tbe 
train stopped at, one 


place in iet us viusv the mountain lops 
upon which were old ruined towers 
placed there in old times where fires 
were lit at niaht to signal danger from an 
enemy. 
These old towers are on the 


highest, peaks and you can sec them as 
iai as the eye can reach. A canal ran 
along near the railway for several hours 
and at one place the canal crosses OD a 
viaduct over the Mozelle and the rail- 
way pass through the mountain side by 
side. 
We wers very much fatigued 


when we reached the old city of Stras- 
bur;:, the pl;ic» of the great "Cathe- 
dral'' and "woccerful 
clock.''

! arrived he-re at S p. m. Sunday. 
Went 


' out en the streets till eleven. 
They 


I were lined with beer halls, dance houses 
! and other places of amusement and 
! music. 
All 
was gay and 
thousands 


] were drinking their beer. 
The next 


place of interest on oar route will be 
Wiesbaden, a 'famous watering place.

FRIEND J 
: As we had just ar- 


rived at Strasburg when I last wrote 
you. 
and bad seen but little of interest 


in said place, will cow give a little bet- 


ter account of this very ancient German 
town before going elsewhere. 
The 


town of Strasbnrg is a very interesting 
and comic looking old town to an Amer- 
ican. 
Old style German houses, with 


very antique roofs. 
Many streets are 


only six or eight feet wide, and so 
crooked one can see but a few hundred 
feet ahead of him at any time, and 
shops and stores all along these little 
streets. 
There are many better streets, 


of course. 
The town is surrounded by 


a wall, with gates at the streets. 
It is 


a garrisoned place. 
There are soldiers 


in all tbe French and German towns, 
dre<s?d very fine, especially the Ger- 
mans. 
Every railroad station has its 


dozen or two soldiers. 
It was Wbit- 


Mondav, and 300 were being confirmed. 
It was quite a sight to se« them as 
they pissed along the streets. 
In 


France and Germany it is difficult to 
tell when Sunday comes from the out- 
side world, as they work in the fields 
and shops and factories and tbe stores 
(especially in Paris) are all opened out 
and they have their horse races, dog 
shows, and all their great sports on 
that day. 1 went to a beer concert- 
room on Sunday night. 
It was a lively 


place. 
Women were dancing on the 


stage, while hundreds were seated at 
beer tables being served with beer and 
"Limberger" by some fifteen or twenty 
blooming German girls. 
Tbe cathedral 


and "wonderful clock" were well worth 
seeing, but there is little else there of 
interest. 


Weisbaden is a very famous watering 


place, and a great resort for the wealthy. 
Such grand avenues and gardens, with 
the residences of tbe wealthy all along 
the streets. It is a splendid place of 
about 50,000 inhabitants; has very fine 
parks, avenues miles in length, foun- 
tains, lakes, and crowds of fashionable 
wealthy Germans. 
In a whole day you 


would scarcely meet one speaking En- 
glish. The ride down from Strasburg 
to Weisbaden—117 miles by rail—was 
delightful. 
I never saw such a country, 


not a foot of ground wasted, and kept 
like gardens. 
The villages are pretty, 


and in the country there are no houses 
nor fences. 
The people all live in vil- 


lages, and the villages are very close 
together. 
We passed such splendid 


old ruins away up on the "rocky cliffs." 
It seems aa though it were impossible 
to get up to them. 
The old gray tow- 


ers with walls falling down, then the 
grape-covered hills, with now and then 
a beautiful village between, then a rail- 
way dodging into a tunnel. 
All on 


board were Germans. 
1 was very much 


taken with the native Germans in their 
own villages, and found them more like 
the Americans than either the French 
or English. 
I saw fac-similes of a 


great many German friends in the old 
vill.ige of Jit. Pulaski, which made me 
feel very much at homa with them. 
Their country is beautiful, and could 
not bo better cultivated. 
[ could not 


help thinking often of a favorite song, 
"My little Geimon home across the 
sea," and would not wonder at anyone 
wishing M go back who had ever lived 
there before. 
Their railroads are per- 


fection, and a thriving, busy people 
they icem to be. 
In Wti-"baden when 


the morning train comes in there are 
between two and three hundred women 
come in from tbe country with market- 
ins, lettuce, radishes, strawberries, etc., 
in baskets which they carry on 'their 
heads, some as many as three baskets, 
one on the lop of the other till they 
look like walking church steeples, and 
they never touch their hands 'o the 
baskets when they carry them. 
Some 


of the women about the village wear 
such 
queer head-dresses—two 
large 


bows on the top of the head, using 
about three yards of 6 to S-inch ribbon, 
generally black. I think these were 
t'ie Alsace peasants. 
The women seem 


to do ubout all tbe woik in these old 
countries, especially in the fields. I 
counted 22 in one field. There are 
many quoer sights in these old German 
towns 
One 
thing which would 
be 


abusing to the children of our country 
would be to see the women taking their 
goats around the towns and milking 
them at 
the doors. 
They 
generally 


have six to eight, all tied in a bunch, 
and the woman carries a basket with a 
little feed it; so when she comes to the 
house she sets the basket down, and 
the goats all pet around it to eat, and 
the women of the ho-j'-c come out while 
the milk is taken trotc the goats, and 
then the milk wooun pcks up the bas- 
ket anj trots along to the next place. 
Fearing to wt-arv you with a too lengthy 
letter, I will close with the promise 
that I will probdbly write again after 
leaving Germany.

Evictions in Ireland. 


Statistics of evictions in Ireland for 


tbe quarter ending on the 30th of June, 
1SS1, furnish some interesting figures. 
The Hatckeye summarizes the result as 
follows: In Ulster 440 families, 
num- 


bering 2,028 persons were evicted, ind 
24 families, or 121 persons, were read- 
mitted as tenants, while 276 families, 
or 1,373 
persons, were readmitted as 


"care-takers." 
In Leinstcr the number 


of families evicted was 171, or 750 per- 
sons; the families readmitted as tenants 
were 12 in number, or 50 persons, and 
the 
care-takors readmitted 
were 62 


families, or 296 persons. 
InConnaugbt 


26S families, comprising 1,750 persons, 
were evicted; only 3 families, number- 
ing 14 persons, were readmitted is ten- 
ants, and the families readmitted is 
care-takers were 118, 
representing 718 


persons. In Munster there were evic- 
tions of 186 families, or 914 persons, 
with 11 families, comprising 71 persons, 
readmitted as tenants, and 89 families, 
or 507 persons readmitted .as care-tak- 
ers, for the four provinces the totals 
are: Evicted.

Internal Kereiiue Receipts 


The internal revenue reports for the 


last fiscal year show Illinois to be in 
the lead in the matter of contributing 
to the public exchequer. It heads the 
list of stales with $25,784,631 to its 
credit. 
Next comes Ohio,credited with 


$19,295.825, followed by New York, 
with $17,233.267. 
The amount collect- 


ed torn these three states is a little 
over sixty two and a quarter millions, 
over twice as much as is paid by the 
fifteen southern states. 
Counting into 


the list West Virginia and Mjpsouri.thc 
list of southern states to»«ther paid 
$29,924,919. 
California, Nevada and 


Oregon together paid $3,751,851, or 
about the same as all tbe New England 
states, from which was collected $3,- 
933,772. The Western states, count- 
ing Missouri with ihe south, paid $58,- 
667,572, or nearly as much as the Mid- 
dle and Southern states combined. The 
four Middle states contributed $30,- 
087,223 
These Western states, how- 


ever, did not pay as much as the three 
great states of Illinois, Ohio and New- 
York, they yielding nearly one-half of 
the whole revenue. The territories paid 
altogether $290,187, of which Dakota 
"contributed the 
most—$48,603, and 


Wyoming the least—$18,551. 


PROHIBITION IN YEBMONT. 


The Ingenious Devices Whereby Deal- 


ers and Drinkers Erade the Law. 


Cincinnati Commercial. 


A gentleman whom I 
questioned 


about tbe working of tbe liquor law, 
told me just as I was told in all other 
parts of tbe state, that there was no 
trouble in procuring whisky. 
He said : 


"I am in a very funny secret, which is 
shared by most of our citizens who like 
a little stimulant occasionally. 
Come 


with me." 


He took me to a cross street, and we 


entered a room which appeared to be a 
cigar store with confectionery, etc. We 
took seats at the rear, and my friend 
told me to keep my eyes open. 


Within twenty minutes 1 saw teu or 


twelve gentlemen come in, some in 
pairs, some singly, some in little par- 
ties, go to the water-cooler,take a drink, 
buy a cigar and go out. 


My friend finally asked me if I had 


seen any liquor sold, and I said "No." 
"Nevertheless," said he, "every gentle- 
man who came in here took a good 
square drink of whisky and paid for it." 


"Well." said I, the drink must have 


been in the cooler or the cigars. I know 
it was not in the cigars, for most of 
them were lighted before the purchaser 
left. It must be in tbe cooler." 


•'Well, go and draw some," said he. 
I went to the cooler, held the glass 


under the faucet and pressed down the 
button. 
I was rewarded for my exer- 


tions by a flow of clear, cold water that 
soon filled the tumbler 
I was puzzled, 


and my friend and the proprietor en- 
joyed it greatly. 


My friend took the empty glass and 


drew from tbe same faucet a half a 
glass of whisky. If 1 was puzzled be- 
fore, I was now thunderstruck, and 
after laughing at me a while, the trick 
was explained. It was simple: Press 
down the button and water runs ; press 
up with the thumb from below, while 
you appear to prass down with the fore- 
finger and you get whisky ; open the 
cooler, and you find it full of ice water. 
The whisky comes from a hidden cask 
in a closet up stairs, and Sows through 
a small pipe which descends in the par- 
tition, and passes from the wall into the 
bottom of the cooler and connects with 
the faucet. 


Before we left a party of five or six 


gentlemen came in, and I was told they 
were all town and county officials, and 
one of them was a justice before whom 
many of the cases of drunkenness and 
violation of the liquor law were tried. 


A gentleman told me that in St. 


Johnsbury he saw a poor devil sent to 
tbe workhouse for liquor selling and 
drunkenness by a justice and prosecut- 
ing attorney who were both striving to 
overcome an all-night debauch, and who 
were taking a drink together within five 
minutes alter the officer went out with 
his prisoner. 


The Conspiracy to Assassinate Wash- 
lugton. 


An attempt made to assassinate Gen- 


eral Washington, in New York in 1776, 
is imperfectly described, as follows, by 
James Thatcher, a Massachusetts sur- 
geon, in tbe Continental army, in "A 
Military Journal, during the American 
Revolutionary War,"underdate of Sep- 
tember 10. 1776 : "I have omitted to 
record the following incidents, till 1 
oould ascertain the particulars of the 
reports. We learn by accounts from 
New York, that sometime since, a plot 
of the most atrocious nature was de- 
tected in that city. 
A gang of torits 


had associated for the purpose of join- 
ing the British army, and concerted a 
plan; it is said, to assassinate his excel- 
lency, General Washington, and some 
other officers ; and while our army was 
engaged with the enemy to blow up our 
magazines, etc. 
The mayor of our city 


and an armorer, who was engaged in 
making rifles for the lories, and several 
others, were taken into custody and 
committed to close prison. The mayor, 
on examination, confessed that he re- 
ceived money from Governor Tyron to 
pay the armorer for the rifles. 
Two of 


his excellency's guards were confeder- 
ates, and a third, to whom the secret 
was confided, honestly disclosed the in- 
formation. 
Severalof these miscreants 


were tried and convicted, and two or 
three were executed" 
A foot-note of 


this account, quotes as follows, from 
one of Mr. David Ramsey's histories : 
•'Gov. Tyron had suborned the tben 
mayor of New York, to assist the royal 
forces on their arrival in that city, and 
Gen. Washington was to be assassina- 
ted. 
The detestable design was render- 


ed abortive by apprehending Thomas 
Hickeg, one of Washington's life-guard 
men, who was engaged in the conspira- 
cy, and had engaged others ; this false 
miscreant was tried by a court martial 
on the 28th of June, found guilty, and 
was executed on the same day, amid 
the curses of the American army."

AN ASSASSIN'S PUNISHMENT. 


Punishment of Pierre Dmmlens, In 


1758—A .Terrible Dream. 


Jo reading the "Life of Voltaire," by 


James Parton, I came across a descrip- 
tion of the punishment of a religious 
fanatic who attempted to take the life 
of Louis XV., of France, writes a cor- 
respondent of the Washington Republic. 
I beg leave to present the following 
abridgement of the account given by 
the author : On the 5th of Jan., 1758, 
as King Louis XV. was entering bis 
carriage at Versailles, a stoat young 
man pushed through tbe Swiss guards 
and stabbed the king with a pocket- 
knife. 
The wound was slight, but all 


France was convulsed. Tbe assassin 
was Pierre Damiens, a fanatic Jansen- 
ist, a poor lunatic without accomplices, 
a plan or rational motive. 


In his pocket was found a neaUy 


bound New Testament, and his purpose 
was to promote the orthodox faith.— 
From the hour of bis arrest to the mo- 
ment of his death, a period of two 
months and twenty-three days, he was 
in torture whenever, he was awake, so 
cruelly was he bound, chained and con- 
fined. When at last the day of execu- 
tion came be was taken to tbe torture 
chamber and subjected to tbe greatest 
amount of anguish which the human 
frame is capable of enduring, surgeons 
standing by to give timely notice of in- 
sensibility. 


Then he was driven by a circuitous 


route through the streets of Paris to 
the place of execution. This took an 
hour and a half. 
Another half hour he 


was kept waiting in full view of the 
preparations, the apparatus not being 
quite ready. 
Then, in view of the as- 


sembled multitude, many of whom were 
women, he was placed on a lofty plat- 
form, and the hellish work began. First 
his right hand was burned off; next, 
masses of flesh were torn from him 
with red-hot pincers and melted lead 
and, rosin poured into the wound ; last- 
ly, a strong horse was attached to each 
of his four limbs and an attempt was 
made to tear him to pieces. 


After a considerable period it was 


found impossible to do this, and a mes- 
sage was sent for permission to cut the 
muscles of the joints. It wan refused, 
and again an attempt was made to tear 
the limbs apart, but without success. 
A second time word was sent that the 
horses oould not tear the dying wretch 
asunder. Permission was then given, 
and the muscles were severed, but not 
until both legs and one arm bad been 
toro off did the prisoner expire.'

Hny harvest commenced 
June 26th for clover, and early In July for tim- 
othy meadows; the quality is fair and the 
yield will a\erago l'/i tons to the acre. Flax 
will make about nine bushels per aero. Corn 
is up to an average In condition, and tho pros- 
pect has seldom been better for early corn; 
Fate planting needs rain. Sorghum cano 18 
nearly up to an average in condition. Pastures 
have been excellent until the late dry weath- 
er; now rather short and needing rain. Irish 
and Bweot potatoes are up to an average in 
condition. Farm animals are healthy and 
free frnm disease. There will lie about one- 
third of a crop of apples and pears, and nearly 
two-thirds of a crop of grapes,

generally thinU of them. The Tribune, 
on a former occasion, published a two- 
column article, speaking at some length 
of the merits of the different stallions, and 
wound up by recommending a more gen- 
eral importation of the Norman stallions, 
they being considered the best of the 
three strains named above. 
Phocion's 


write-up was simply a more extended 
history of the Norman, Clydesdale and 
English stallions, to which was added the 
following facts gleaned by the Decalur 
correspondent of tbe Tribune, and the 
names of all owners of imported stallions 
in all parts of Illinois' 


DEOATL-B. ILL., Aug. 5.-Durlng tho p»st two 
weeks your correspondent bas personally in- 
terviewed farmers and stock raisers from all 
parts of the seven teen townships In the county 
with reference to the horse question. Ownero 
of imported Norman and Clydesdale stallions 
are unanimous in the opinion that farmers 
can do more work, and do It quicker, by secur- 
ing colts from their stallions, and quite a 
number of farmers share this opinion. But 
there are farmers who declare that Normau 
and Clydesdale colts from common mares do 
not answer as well as common colts for all 
sorts of farm work. They are too large and 
clumsy, they claim, and move too -slowly. — 
Owners of largo mares say that tbcy will get 
Norman oolts when they can, a« a matter of 
speculation. They alwajs bring a good price 
for use In iho large cities as dratt horses, and 
sell()ulckly at all times of tbuyoar. Here and 
there a farmer was found who strongly favor- 
ed breeding large marcs to imported stallions. 
and the use of larger horecn on tbe farm, but 
they were few and far between, k One farmer 
said he hitched up two 3-year-olcl Norman oolts 
last spring, and they did the work of three 
common horses— turning over four acres of 
ground In one day. They moved along like 
clock-work and showed no signs of fatigue. 
Bolow aro tho names of owners of imported 
stallions In this county: 
D. W. Brcnccnmn. Imp. Norman, ' Niger," 
let to 100 marcs this season; same, imported 
Clydesdale, "Monarch of tbe East," 60 marcs; 
aame, imp. Clydesdale, "Turk," 35niarcs. Mr. 
Brenneman also owns twenty graded mares of 
the Norman and Clydesdale stock. He Is quite 
an enthuslaston tho hloort borsc question, and 
Is doing much toward Introducing tine equine 
stock in tbe county 
Samuel Weaver, of Hickory Point township, 
owns olgbt graded Clydesdale mares. 
Hugh Mooney, of Nlautlc. has one Imported 
Norman stallion and ten graded colts. 
Albert Howland, of Blue Mound township, 
owns one Imported Norman. 
Lewis B. Casner, at Oasner Station, has the 
only Imported English stallion in this section 
that your correspondent bas been able to find. 
He is a fine specimen, and his colts are much 
sought after. 
J. P Fam, of Niantlc, has a Normuu and 
Clydesdale stallion. 
Davis 4 Carter, of this city, own an imported 
Norman stallion, and Norman Hnd Clydebdalo 
colls are owned by John Motfott, Frank Brown- 
ing, Thomas Lord, Wash Sutton, Thoe. Kern, 
James Patterson, and others.

Dr. J. M. Gregory, of Harris'town, this 


county, who was lately elected president 
of'the Illinois State Board of Health, on 
assuming the responsibilities of his ex- 
alted posi*on a few days since, delivered 
a few timely remarks to the board, a 
printed copy of which has reached us.— 
His theme was the "Common Dangers of 
Health: Bad Air, Bad Water and Bad 
''ood." He touched upon polluted air in 
arge halls, sleeping rooms and school 
ooms, impure drinking water and un- 
holesome food, and presented remedies 
or evils as they now exist. In concluding 
he Doctor spoke as follows: "As a board 
jf health, il is one of our highest duties 
o promote,—as much as in us lies,—saci- 
ary science, and its diffusion among the 
people. The sanitary battle must finally 


e fought by the people themselves. We 


may, by quarantine, fence back, for some- 
ime, the invading march of ihe epidemic. 
We may display our warning signals when 
the plague is in the houses; but it is for 
he people to face .the enemy when he 
comes, and to favor his advance by Iheir 
gnorant neglect and terrors, or to stay 
his progress by barricades of^cleanliness, 
care and courage. 
The best quarantine 


a thoroughly instructed people. 
Let 


the people be assured that much of the 
sickness from which they suffer is of their 
own causing, or from their neglect of sim 
pie precautions. Let them be taught that 
certa:n conditions, like those named in 
this paper, are dangerous lo health anc 
life, and even their economy which dreads 
the loss of money, will lead them to guard 
against the needless sickness which so 
often ruins fortune as well as lite. Tell 
it to them perpetually, that bad air, bac 
water and bad food are always slow poi 
sons, and must ultimately cost loss o; 
health and loss of life, and we hope to se< 
the remedy complete."

-day's operation, the president elept the 
greater part of the night without tbe 
uf,e of anodjoes, the- febrile rise of 
yesterday afternoon subsiding daring 
the night. This morning at 8r30 his 
pulee ie 98, temperature 99, and respi- 
ration 19. 
Since yesterday afternoon 


flmall quantities of liquid nourishment 
were given at short intervale, have been 
retained, and this morning larger quan- 
tities are being administered without 
gastric disturbance. 


BLISS AND AGNEW. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10, 8:30 a. m.— 


The president slept soundly during tbe 
night, and this morning his tempera- 
ture is again normal, although his pulse 
is still frequent. 
At present bis pulse 


is 104. temperature 98.5, respiration J9. 


WASHINGTON, August 9.—Singular- 


ly enough, not a single friendly person 
has called on Guiteiu during his five 
weeks' incarceration. Ho never made 
a friend in tbe city, and he basreoieved 
DO proffer of counsel or aid. 
Such ab- 


solute destitution of friends is unprece- 
dented, even among the lowest crimin- 
als. He has never sent for anybody. 
He intended and arranged to be driven 
direct to jail after tbe shooting, and 
feels comfortable with tbe 
soldiers 


guarding him. It is apparent he never 
expected to suffer tor tbe crime, believ- 
ing he did a duty and was making room 
for a more just man. 
He believed tbe 


people would see the deed in his light. 


The president hag hid a more com- 


fortable and quiet day than would have 
been thought compatible with bis state 
of 
continuous fever. 
He has taken 


more nourishment than yesterday, but 
still in a.liquid form, and has experi- 
enced no recurrence of the distressing 
nausea which aggravated his tebrile 
symptom:! yesterday afternoon. 
.The 


new incision is still very sensitive to 
the touch, and even the laying of a 
piece of lint saturated with carbolized 
•oil on the raw fleeh on the mouth of the 
cut causes pain. 
It is to this sensitive 


and painful condition of the wound the 
continuous fever is attributed. 
Tbe 


sides of tbe incision, however, will grow 
lees sensitive PS they become covered 
with the natural secretions which fol- 
low an injury of this kind to the tis- 
sues, and by to-morrow or next day the 
new wound will be little more sensitive 
.than tbe old one. It the meantime the 
.drainage tubes are dispensed with, and 
the mouth of the incision is,pimply 
kept open with a little lint and absorb- 
ent cotton, which are removed as they 
become saturated with the discharge. 
'Tho quantity of pus obtained to-day 
*»»9 not great, but it was apparently 
-all the wound contained. The (track 
was thoroughly cleared, and what irrita- 
tion there now is from the wound muet 
bo attributed to the fresh incision, and 
.not to the retention of anything which 
•ought to come out. 


The old wound made by the bullet 


has entirely healed, and us mouth is 
partially covered with a newly formed 
ekin. The intensity of the fever to-day 
WM about the same as yesterday. The 
patient's pulse rose from 104 at noon 
to 106 at 6 p. m.,and temperature from 
97.7 to 101.9. 
Shortly after the even- 


ing examination, tbo fever began abat- 
ing, and at this hour his pulse is 100, 
and his temperature has decreased, as 
he has slept most of the evening, and it 
is not possible to bold a thermometer 
tinder his arm ten minutes without seri- 
ously disturbing him, the exact tcmpe-

to-night and that be will be better. 
This morning tbe president, to show 
that he could do it, wrote his name. 
He wrote "James A. Garfield, August 
9, 1881," in his natural hand on a tab- 
let. 


Notwithstanding the surgical opera- 


tion performed upon the president yes- 
terday hie condition to-day was not un- 
favorable. 
Throughout the night the 


patient slept naturally without ano- 
dynes. This morning big temperature 
and respiration were higher than during 
any day since the relapse of two weeks 
•go. This, however, the doctors attrib- 
ute to the etherization of yesterday. 
Dr. Agnew teld Secretary Blaine last 
night that during to-morrow he looked 
for high pulse and temperature.

-io-monow be expected a marked im- 
provement in tbe president's condition. 
That he bae faith in bis improvement

phia. 


Throughout the city to-day there

1 ing that the doctors were concealing 
gome of tbe worst features of the case.
